There are conditions in this country today thai arc by no 


means in keeping with our boasted civilization. Business is 
good—where it lias not been interrupted by labor troubles— 
wages arc higher than ever befor|'a'!id the demand for labor, 
skilled and unskilled, is steady avid 'strong. To be sure, the 
cost of living is high. 
It could not be otherwise under the 


conditions that exist, but, on the whole, all classes are pros- 
percus'and it is a pity thai there should be such frequent anct 
extensive interruptions of business as have been experienced 
during (he last few months, and the end of which is not in 
sight. ' 


The public is familiar with the conditions that have been 


brought about in Boston by the strike on tiic street railways, 
one of the worst of the kind that has been experienced in this 
part of the country, [hough there have been similar experiences 
in other cities. At the present time a large amount of shipping 
is tied up along the Atlantic coast by labor trouble and busi- 
ness is' suffering seriously in consequence. The recent tele- 
phone strike has not been forgotten and strikes of greater or 
lesser magnitude are of painfully frequent occurrence in all 
parts of the country, resulting in loss of wages, loss of business 
and tremendous inconvenience to the general public. 


There is something wrong somewhere. The people of this 


country are supposed to be reasonably educated, fairly.intelli- 
gent and favorable to the doctrine of a square deal, yel in spite 
of all (his these industrial disturbances arc becoming so fre- 
quent and pronounced as to be little less than alarming. Gen- 
uine prosperity cannot exist with such conflict between cap- 
ital and labor, the two clcnicnls whose harmonious co-opera- 
tion is necessary for the welfare and happiness of all. 


For years there has been talk of arbitration, prolit sharing, 


the bonus system and other means of averting (hc'lrdublcs 
from which (he country has been and is now suffering, but 
thus far (he desired end has nol been achieved. Strike follows 
strike with almost the regularity of the clock; railways, steam- 


, boat jines, ,faclorics and mincs'are lied up. Owners and em- 
'ployC'S.siift'er heavy losses'and .(lie public suffers with them,

All profess, to be willing (p do.the fair thing, and if they are 
they should learn to actjust industrial differences without stop- 
ping the wheels, creating enforced idleness and generating bad 
blood.'
